Interstate 68 corridor. 
"With the purchase of the 
ClosetMaid site, the county 
will have exhausted ils 
supply of industrial sites in 
the northern part of the 
county,” said Hinebaugh. 
"Good interstate access 1s 
critical to maintaining and 
growing the industrial base. 
It is especially important to 
manufacturing and distritu- 
tion based industries." Ac- 
cess to 1-68 was a critical 
factor in lose(Maid's 
choice of Grantsville for is 
new facility, he added. 

Economic Development 
officials have already had 
discussions with two busi- 
nesses that have expressed 
interest in locating at the 
Keysers Ridge Park. “We've 
Jearned through experience 
that it is important to have 
ready-1o-build sites to offer 
new and expanding busi- 
nesses,” said Hinebaugh 
"Most of the prospects we 
deal with are in a hurry and 
do pot want to wait for a 
building site to be identi- 
fied, purchased, prepared 
for construction, utilities 
developed, cic. Having 
ready-to-go sites gels pros- 
pects to the area and gives 
us an Opportunity to sell the 
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replacement site.’ 

A pubyic waler system Ls 
currenth under construc 
tion, and walter i expected 
to be available in the near 
future in the Keysers Ridge 
arca. Work on a public sew- 
er system should begin nex 
summer, said Hinebaugh 
The county is working on 
extending phase 3 power 
and natural gas to the area 
as well 

"Through experience, 
we've learned that it is ex- 
pensive and sometimes con- 
iroversial to develop prop- 
erty for industrial sites,” 
said Hinebaugh. “Our goal 
is to reduce overall cost by 
developing the infrastruc- 
lure — water, sewer, clec- 
irc, clc. — to support a 
large area, rather than de- 
veloping several separate 
sites. This approach is both 
more cost effective and less 
pamftulcontroversial” 

Meanwhile, work al the 
county's other industrial 
parkscontinues. Preliminary 
site work for Phenix Tech- 
nology's new facility at the 
Central Industrial Park, 
Accident, is “W percent 
complete. Additionally, the 
shell building's concrete 
slab at the Southern Indus- 
trial Park, near Mtn. Lake 
Park, has been poured and 
the steel frame is being 
erected, said Eoonomic 
Development's Frank Shap.

We also fee og “Sheep and 
‘goats’ problem when we con- 
sider the reign of Manassch, King 
of Judah from 687 to 642 AC 
Manasich was the son of King 
Hezekiah, the moderate reformer 
of Judah, and Queen Hepzibah 
and the biblical account of his 
reign, 33 years, the longest in 
fudah, it recorded in 2 Chron 3! 
20 and 2 Ki. 2021-18. (Thont rerrunds 
us of the teacher who said that, 
not only was litth Johnny the 
worst kid inher class, “but he has 
such perfect attendance’) 

Remembered as “Evil 

Manasseh, however, «as mot 
“a chip off the old block” and he 
is remembered as one of the most 
evil kings of Judah. Roth sources 
ttamp him as a “bad guy": “ffe 
id what wey ewil in the right of 
the Lord, according to the 
qhomingive practices of the na- 
fiom whom fhe Lord drove owt

Why did he choose such an 
evil course’ Perhaps, as with so 
many sont, he wad driven to dem- 
ondtrate that he was his own man 
and no Jonger under his father's 
thumb. Perhaps he did these 
Things because they were popu- 
lar with his subjects. The priests 
of the high places were probably 
supportive of the re-tatablishment 
of their shrines. Furthermore, we 
know that Assyria dominated the 
known world then and Manasseh 
probably held on to his throne a 
the sufferance of the Assyrians 
The Ass¥Tianizarion of Judah's re- 
ligious life may have been an at- 
hempt to maintaon Assyria's favor 

Good [ntenthona 

Mangiseh may have been im- 
pelled by what he regarded as 
good reasons to overthrow his 
father's reforms. Even “bad guys” 
often think they are justified by 
good intentions. But, his rei 
would be judged by the ‘eae 
and these were so devastating 
that even “good” King Josiah, 
who succeeded Manasgeh's son, 
would be only partially success- 
ful in reforming the nation. 

For all their agreement, 2 
Chronicles and 2 Kings give two 
differing accounts of Manasseh, 
the former telling us that he was 
carried away into captivity by the 
Assyrians, and then fe 
turning to Jerusalem and attempt- 
ing to remove the pagan cults, 2

However, before we acquiesce on the hunting is- 
suc, there are some points to consider about ihe case 
in New York, and in general 

It must be noted that New York state already has 
legalized bear hunting that amounts to a season of 
almost two months. That hunting season obviously 
did nothing to save that baby 

The bear that did the killing was found to have all 
kinds of “domestic” garbage in its stomach, indicating 
that it had open access to such materials and/or that 
it was being intentionally fed. Too many people who 
want to see a bear are feeding them and makin: 
them feel far too comfortable around humans, which 
invites disaster. | 

If the hunting season in New York did not prevent 
this death, then another conclusion would be that it 
Is Mecessarv to declare year-around open season on 
these critters and simply eliminate each and every 
one of them. That is the only way to truly guarantee 
that not one more human will be injured or balled by 
one. 

But if we settle on that conclusion, then certainly 
we must do the same thing with all other dangerous 
animals, We must nd the world of all poisoncus 
snakes. We must destroy all bees, because they kill 
far more human beings than do the bears. In fact, we 
need to get rid of all dogs, because they also kill and 
injure people much more frequently than the bears 
do 


Obliteration 1s not the answer to the bear problem 
for most people, even those who favor a bear hunt- 
ing season. We somehow co-habitate with the other 
aforementioned members of the animal kingdom, 
and we should learn to do a better job of doing so 
with black bears. 

Does Maryland need a bear hunting season yet? Is 
it time? Maybe. The bear task force 1s getting close 
to making a recommendation. But even if the recom- 
mendation is that Maryland should have a limited 
season, and one is subsequently legalized, we cannot 
overstress the importance of education on cohabita- 
tion with this particular species in God's creation, 
with or withoul a hunting season.

FINDING SOME WORDS, ONE VEAR LATER

And so it has passed, One vear, We have man aged to 
have our first Christmas, our first birthdays, our first July 
4th — a year of botidays and celebrations since the day 
we were horrified. A clear and warm September day with 
a bright blue sky pleases me as always, bul | have to work 
hard to keep the memory of last year from inching into 
my brain on a day like that. lt was a day like that when | 
siood outside this newspaper office, wringing my hands 
and scanning the street for my brother, | remember. He 
had just gone to get the mail. | actually cant remember 
what is was | wanted to tell him — maybe about the ru- 
mor that another plane had come down. What I do re- 
member is thinking how the day's beauty was so contra- 
dictory to the tragedy unfolding. | was struggling with the 
decimon of whether of nol lo go gel my three sons from 
Dennett Road. | wanted to hold them and make sure they 
were safe, but I didn't want to scare them. My fnend 
Sherry came out of the Book Mark et and I told her that 
Matt, my nephew, was in New York and we couldn t reach 
him. We hugged each other, and she told me sie had 
heard that the most recent plane had crashed somewhere 
close in Pennsylvania. We were sick with dread, wondering 
what was going to happen next. Whal raw fear. Even writ- 
ing about it provokes a clear echo of the panic we felt, 
and brings back the ache of sorrow | 

As a person who finds release in writing, | was sur- 
prised by my inability to express my reactions in the weeks 
and even months that followed. Words, no matter which 
ones and how ihey were arranged, were inadequate, Noth- 
ing | conjured up on paper came clore to reaching the 
depths of darkness into which we all bad fallen. | was 
glued to the television, despite the warnings to avoid i, 
and I watched people, tortured with grief, holding up pic- 
tures of the missing in New York, begging the world to 
find them. | listened to others desperate to believe that 
their loved ones were somehow sale, lying unknown in a 
hospital. And still to others as they told of their final oon- 
Versations with ther soulmates destined to die in a fery 
crash. | didn’! know anyone who died, and sometimes | 
wondered why | mourned so. But of course it 6 the bu- 
man response to the loss of iife itecl!, valued and treas 
red. Mourning lost lives is akin to our compulsion to 
save them, even it if means running into a fire of a falling 
building 

So now, a Vear later, whal have we learned” How can 
we honor the sacrifice made fw the firefighters and po 
lice, the undeserved sudden end of so many lives, or the 
perpetual heartache of the families and fnends’ How do 
we make the world a place where this won't happen any- 
more? What | believe to be the remedy will surely be al 
odds with many, and will probably be deemed idealistic 
But it is a free country and I'm allowed to dream 

First, we must understand where we are. We are a for 
tunate, wealthy people with resources unmatched in the 
workd Yes, there are poor. Bul there are avenucs and ad: 
vocales for those poor. A TY program some months ago 
showed a starved man in a Third World country who was 
eating a pan of dirt s that his stomach would pot [eel so 
empty. | will venture to say thal there is no one in Garrett 
County, no one, who knows this kind of hunger. Perhaps 
there is no one in all of Maryland. If there is, then that 
person has mmply been overlooked and can yel be saved, 
because there is a vast network of help available io him 
We musi begin to understand that this is not the case in 
most of the world. We must comprehend that there are 
more people hike this man than there are ieee ws. We must 
not turn away from it and assume it is not our problem, 
because like i or not, the events of Sept. 11, 2001, can be 
attributed to this unbalanced state of affairs. I) ms nave to 
think that the aliacks were simply the wickedness of one 
insane man. He had, and still has, followers, and they be- 
beve him when he tells them we deserve death. And when 
he can hold up our lives in our comfortable world to 
young people who literally cat dirt to survive, his twisted 
words ring truc to them. Somehow we must help solve this 
disparity. 

second, | believe we must disregard the ranting of rad- 
cals on either side of this debate. Those innocent people 
didn't deserve to die last year, and thal man dorsn'l de- 
serve to cal dirt. We are all human beings, despite our 
fwths, our homes, our races, our intelligence, or our abil- 
ies. im weary of the radical religious diatribes that de 
Clare the black and white of every situation, with text quo 
lations bent to fit the rage and substantiate the judgments 
of who ts guilty and who isn’t. [t's convenient to have it all 
worked oul, this abstract thing called faith, and it  enrag 
ing to these people when others force them to question 
their precise formulas that give them secunty and allow 
them such self-righteousness. This situation exists on both 
sides Of the war, and both fanatical elements insist on vio. 
lence and revenge. Dwelling on anger and fear, however, 
16 Ultimately useless, i we want to find peace, | beheve we 
must disregard the radicals. “Love your neighbor as your 
self," Jesus said. Christian or not, we can surely see this as 
a fail-safe plan for ling. And he didn’t sav, “Love your 
CArutan neighbor Those firefighters didn't stand out 
aide the Twin Towers of the Pentagon and figure out 
which people to save, did they’ 

if any good can arise from the devasiation, maybe it 
can be the beginning of understanding, Understanding 
thal we are hugely fortunate, and not by any deed on our 
part, but sunphy because we were lucky enough to be born 
Americans. We have the strength and the resources to 
help, It i true that in the eve nt of an international ca 
tastrophe, Amencans are almost always among the first on 
the scene offerme ard.

September has been proclaimed Prosiate Cancer 
Awareness mouth as a result of the efforts of the National 
Prostate Cancer Coalition, which, under the leadership of 
chairman Judge Ralph M.Burnett, successfully lobbied 
Congress to pass the resolution 

Judge Burpeti, who has served as chanman of the oo- 
alition since 1999, reports that the purpose of the procla- 
mation is to bring more awareness lo prostate cancer in 
terms of increased research dollars, education, umproved 
lrealment oplions, and increased numbers of men secking 
screening for early detection and better outcomes. 

Prostate cancer is a highty curable disease if detected 
early, but remains the second leading cause of cancer 
death among men. One in every 10 men will develop il in 
his lifetime, yet most men cannot identify even one of the 
rusk factors. They're reluctant to discuss medica] issues in 
public, especially one that can have such devastating side 
effects, but 32,000 men will die cach year from prostate 
Cancer. 

Beginning at age 50, men should have an annual PSA 
blood test and digital rectal exam. This should be started 
even earher for African-American men and also for men 
who have a brother or father with prostate cancer al a 
young age 

Most prostate cancers begin in the part of the prostate 
gland that can be reached by a digital rectal exam. Thu 
evam also helps to detect early rectal tumors. If eather the 
PSA blood test or the digital rectal exam has an abnormal 
finding, further medics! cvalustion is needed. When pro-s- 
tate cancer is in ils earliest stages (still confined to the 
prostate gland) it usually causes oo pain or other symp- 
toms. Occasionally men with early prostate cancer experi- 
ence difficulty when urinating. 

The carlier prostate cancer is discovered, the better the 
chances are that i can be treated effectrwely. If the tumor 
has oot spread outside the prostate gland to other areas 
of the body, the chances are good for a long-term survival. 
Once the tumor has begun to spread, it is more difficull 
io ireai 

Prosiaic cancer screenings can reduce deain [rom thus 
dreaded disease. If any man oeeds to know the value of 
proslate screening, ask J udge Burnett of Paul Sbogren of 
Oakland, our 2002 campaign spokesman, who states, “My 
cancer was discovered before it could spread to other 
areas of my body, Early detection u the key.” If you're still 
nol convinced, ask some other prostate cancer survivors, 
such as Marshall Stacy, Jum Cuppett, Dr. Bill Savage, Jim 
Flanigan, Ben Ridder, or Reverend Chip Lee.

New York iron 
weed, swamp sunflower, and turtlehead surround you 
Suddenh vour path is blocked by an enormous web In 
less than a second (thanks to its vivid black and vellow 
Markings), VOUr cves are focused on ils Creator, Annope 
aurantia, Also known as the black-and-yellow parden 
spider, is one of the prettiest spiders found in Maryland 

There are roughly 3,000 species of spiders in North 
Lmenica, and on a whole thev are pot well loved. Though 
most spiders will nol tite people, along with snakes, they 
are typically placed on “The Top Ten List of Things to 
Fear.” In fact sae rs should be celebrated, as they are 
one Of ihe mist inporlant groups of predators in the 
workl, [heir main prev is insects, so they are actually a 
great help to farmers, gardeners, and ouldoor enthusiasts 

spiders are the largest order in the class of animals 
called Arachnida, which also includes scorprons, daddy 
jongiegs, mites, and ticks, Like other arachnids, spiders 
have cight legs and do not have wings or antennae. In 
spiders, the head and thorax iw combined into a distinct 
part caidled the cephalothorax, which is separated trom the 
abdomen by a narrow “waist.”

Phere liters whose works are 60 great 
One just Cant resist doing another update GVOry 60 Many 
years. Oscar Wilde, author of The Importance Cy Being 
Earnest, is one such artist. Wilde's text, updated this 
time by director Oliver Parker (who also directed the 
delightful 1999 version of Wilde's An Ideal Husband), is 
as effervescent as ever, with every word chosen carefully 
nnd calculated for maximum effect. lta castis every bit up 
to the task of interpreting that text, including Rupert 
Everett (who starred in Husband), Colin Firth, and the 
always impeccable Judi Dench. The ability to compress 
such a hilariously complex story into 97 minutea of film 
is a tribute both to Wilde's astounding economy with 
words and Parker's mastery of his source material. 

The plot, as with any of Wilde's, is far too complicated 
to summarize in afew paragraphs, but suffice it to say the 
surreptitious adoption of the name “Ernest” by two men 
in turn-of-the-century London, neither of whom can 
legitimately claim it as his own, serves aa the central hub 
around which the entire story reval ves, The first "Ernest 
is really Jack Worthing (Firth), who uses the pseudonym 
while in the city, allowing him to run up astronomical 
bills at food and lodging establishments without being 
prosecuted since he goes by his real name when he 
returns to fis estate in the country. It is the name, 
however, that couses the beautiful young Gwendolen 
Fairfax (Frances (Connor) to fall in love with him, 
stating that she s always wanted to marry aman named 
Ernest, a name which embodies all the qualities of truth, 
honesty, and fair play. However, Gwen's mother, Lady 
Bracknell i Deneh i os not so quickly enamored, eapec ally 
when she finds out “Ernest” doesn't even know the 
identity of his parents, having been abandoned as an 
infant in Victoria Station. She decrees that Gwendolyn 
will not have permission to marry him until he can come 
up with some appropriate farnily linenpge 

Meanwhile, Jack's London friend Algernon Moncrieff 
Everetti,or Algy, who also seems to make a living by 
eiving the slip to his creditors, discovers Jack's clever 
ruse and decides to use it to his own advantage. Having 
fallen in lowe wilh Jack's young charge, Cecily Cardew 
(Heese Witherspoon), he goes to Jack s country estate 
masquerading os Ernest, whom Jack's family and staff 
have never met, but who carries a dubious reputation as 
Jack's rresponsible younger brother. Cecily, who enjoys 
a fanciful imagination, is happy to accept Algy’ sadvances, 
adrmutting that she herselfhas always wanted to marry an 

Ernest. The trouble occurs when all the above charac- 
ters Converge on the country estate, and the matter of 
exactly who is who must be resolved one way or another 

What can | say about such a delightful piece of 
cinema’ This movie, with its impeccable cast, lush 
location scenery and well-researched set and costume 
design, will serve os an excellent companion piece to 
Parker's Hu ‘band, offering a quality virtually indistin- 
guishable from that film. Everett, whose character is 
virtually identical to his part in that movie, is definitely 
in his element, and Firth is equally enjoyable an his 
stulfier counterpart. The ladies, moreover, are exquisite 
in their turn-of-the-century mannerisms, embodying, on 
the parts of O'Connor and Witherspoon, the carefree air

Ataxia Awareness Day 

There are many people throughout the United States 
that have never heard of ataxia. That is why the National 
Ataxia Foundation has declared September 25 as Alazia 
Awareness Day. 

There are an estimated 150,000 Americans who are 
affected by atamia, which is an often fatal, degenerative 
neurological disorder that affects balance, coordination, 
and speech, and for which there is no cure. Hereditary 
alaxia can be caused by a recessive or dominant gene, and 
can strike anyone at any time, but often affects children 
and young adults with no regard to race or gender. There 
also are sporadic forms of the disease that have no family 
or gene history. Ataxia affects every aspect of life; simple 
lasks such as tying shoes, even eating, may become a 
struggle. Activities thal were once casy may become 
unpossible in as little as six months. !t is a disease that 
impacts whole famulies. 

The National Ataua Foundation was established in 
1937 to provide research, education, and patient services 
for atamia families. NAF goals include location of persons 
al msk, prevention of the spread of the disease through 
genetic counseling, and research into causes and early 
detection.

Efforts To Boost Crop Insurance 
In Maryland May Be Paying Off 


by Catherine Mautsaci« 
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Despite the mcrease, 
however, Marviand still has 
one of the lowest levels of 
participation in the pro 
gram, «at a time when 
drought is likely to ravage 
harvests. 

“It stays stubbornly low, 
and in a year like this, it's 
sad,* said Eric Edgington, a 
spokesman for the Risk 
Management Agency, which 
handles crop insurance pro- 
grams for the federal gov- 
eToment 

As of the first week of 
September, Maryland farm- 
ers had reported 676,831 in- 
sured acres, up from the 
637,999 acres insured in all 
of 2001 

“There's been a lot of 
days when the phone just 
rings and rings and rings 
and it's hard to get things 
caught up,” said crop insur- 
ance agent Kath) Levan. 

She said she has written 
three times as many policies 
a8 S0¢ Cid last year, and in- 
creased the level of cover- 
age for over 30 farmers 

"A lot of them have had 
a mindset in the past that 
[insurance] was just too cx- 
pensive. This year..they 
knew what they might be 
looking at this fall. That got 
them moving,” Levan said 

But it wasn't just bad 
weather predictions that 
prompted farmers to take 
Oul of increase their msur- 
ance. Increased federal sup- 
port and a state-run promo 
tional campaign also 
helped, said Patrick McMil- 
lan, assistant to the Mary- 
land secretary of agricul- 
ture. 

Federal subsidies that 
help farmers pay insurance 
premiums went up signifi- 
cantly under the Agricultur- 
al Risk Protection Act of 
2000, "and last year the state 
began offering its own pre- 
mium subsidies to farmers. 
State and federal subsidies 
tolaled nearly 35 million in 
2001 and for this vear they 
had reached about $5.6 mil- 
hon as of Sept. 9, 

“You almost have to 
have that safety net under 
you,” said Jim Miller, a 
fifth-generation farmer who 
has insurance for the crops 
be farms on 1,10) acres in 
Kent County. "If you don't 
have that reserve, you are 
up a creek.” 

But while nearly 8) per- 
cent of insurable acreage is 
covered nationwide, just 46 
percent of Maryland's acre- 
age was covered last year, 
according to a report from 
the Crop Insurance Ke- 
scarch Bureau 

Participation in crop im- 
surance was so low that 
Maryland was one of 15 
states to get a federal grant 
[or outreach programs last 
year, Extension agents used 
part of the $286,000 to hold 


crop insurance workshops, 


and the state Agriculture 


Department used the rest 
for an ad campaign, maing 
leaflets to farmers and tak- 
Ing, OUl radio spots. 

While Edgington said 
Participalion in crop insur 
ance programs in Marvland 
is stil] spotty, the timing
